Boildlng—The Fiend's Work 
at Other Places. 


TAWAS CITY, Mich., Jan. 28.—The 
dwelling of Dennis Clifford, five miles 
from here, was burned last night. Clif- 
ford and wife perished in the flames 
They were an old couple of very disso- 
lute habits.

The estimated loss is over 
$76,000, on which there was an insur- 
ance of $36,000. The firm was carrying 
large contracts, among whieh were the 
supreme court reports of Illinois, al- 
most completed, on which the insurance 
had lapsed. Loss, 610,000.

This daughter, imitating the 
example of her mother, married a man 
by the name of Hawkins when twelve 
years of age, and Wednesday, when 
thirteen years old, gave birth also to a 
daughter, who, if she lives, is likely to 
do as her mother and grandmother have 
done bafore her, which will make Mrs. 
Jackson a great-grandmother before she 
is thirty-eight. The parties are all well- 
to-do colored people and highly respect- 
able. 


Funds for Mexico. 
N B W T O B K , Jan. 28.—The 
Herald's 
City of Mexico special says the negotia- 
tions between the Mexican government 
and the Berlin banker Bleiceroder, are 
completed. Details are not published, 
but it can be stated on good authority 
that Bleiohroder takes £3,600,000 of 
bonds at 70 per cent, with the option of 
taking the remaining £6.900,000 of the 
loan at 86 per cent. It is understood 
that the £3,600,000 will be paid to the 
government at once.

L O W R Y - W H I T E . 


The Election Committee Divides Into 
Three Parts—How They wUl 
Report. 


WASHINOTON, Jan. 28.—The 
house 
committee on elections divided on party 
lines to-day in deciding the Lowry- 
White contested election from the Fort 
Wayne district. 
The committee first 
voted on the proposition that White, 
not having proved by record evidence 
that he had taken out naturalization 
papers, was not eligible to the seat. On 
this all the democrats of the committee 
voted aye and all the republicans voted 
no;'then a vote was taken on the res- 
olution declaring that Lowry, not hav- 
ing rnceiving a majority of the legal 
votes cast, was not entitled to the seat. 
On this all the members of the commit- 
tee, except O'Neall, of the Vincennes 
district, voted aye. O'Neall contended 
that Lowry was entitled to the seat, and 
voted no. He held, as did ex-Senator 
McDonald, who is credited with power 
to control O'Neall, that after Lowry 
posted notice declaring that White was 
not naturalized and "warning" people 
against voting for him, all votes oast for 
White were illegal or not valid, and that 
Lowry only received the legal votes 
cast. Two of the democratic members 
of the committee voted against White 
conditionally, with the understanding 
that after they have looked further into 
the case they may change their opinion 
as to the law in it, and without prejudice 
so as the matter now stands there will 
be three reports made to the house—one 
signed by all the democratic members 
of the committee, declaring White to be 
ineligible; one by O'Neall, holdiag that 
Lowry was elected, and one signed by 
the republican members of the commit- 
tee showing that White was naturalized, 
received his papers, and that he can by 
law prove the fact by other than record 
evidence.

O'Brien, M. P. for the northern division 
of County Monaghan, was sentenced to 
four months' imprisonment in Tulla- 
more jail, for offending against the co- 
ercion act in a speech delivered in Coun- 
ty Boscommon. Two other gentlemen 
were sentenced to four months each for 
the same oñeuse. Notice of appeal was 
given and they were allowed out on 
bail, but no sooner had the member of 
parliament given his security than the 
police put him under arrest again for a 
speech delivered in County Kilkenny. 
He remains in custody.

MYSTERIES OF A DAY. 


INTERESTING EVENTS THAT ARE 
WORTHY OF NOTE. 


The Oyster—On an Island—His Broth- 
er-in-Ijaw— A Note of Bank Notes 
—A Ton of Coal, etc., etc. 


A c a r e f u Xi estimate made by an En­ 
glish chemist of the contents, or constit­ 
uents, of a ton of coal presents some in­ 
teresting facts not familiar certainly to 
unscientific, minds. It is found that, 
besides gas, a ton of ordinary gas coal 
■ will yield 1,500 pounds coke, 20 gallons 
of ammonia water, and 140 pounds of 
coal tar. 
Now destructive distillation 
of this amount of coal tar gives about 70 
pounds of pitch, 17 pounds of creosote, 
14 pounds of heavy oils, about 9i pounds 
of naphtha yellow, 6 3-10 pounds of 
naphthaline, 4^ pounds of naphthol, 
2.25 pounds of alizarine, 2.4 pounds of 
solvent naphtha, 1.5 pounds of phenol, 
1.2 pounds of aurine, 1.1 pounds of ana- 
line, 0.77 pound of toludine, 0.46 pound 
of anthracine, and 0.9 pound of toluene 
—from the last named substance being 
obtained the new product saccharine, 
«aid to be 230 times as sweet as the best 
<mne sugar. 


J a m e s S p e n c e r , a Chattanooga grocer- 
being greatly troubled by flies, put 
twenty-one sheets of sticky fly paper 
about his store. In the evening he 
gathered them up and noticed how much 
heavier they were, being covered with 
flies. 
He weighed the twenty-one 
sheets, and found they weighed seven 
pounds. Then lie put twenty-one fresh 
«heets on the scales, and they weighed 
four pounds four ounces. Thus the flies 
weighed two pounds twelve ounces. He 
found that there were twenty flies in each 
square inch of the fly paper; each sheet 
liad 336 square inches and 6,720 flies, 
and the twenty-one sheets had 141,120 
flies. 
Thus one may ascertain the 
weight of a flv, for, if 141,120 flies weigh 
two pounds 12 ounces, it’s easy to calcu­ 
late what one will weigh. 


T h e 
c o a s t s of Low'er California 
abound with huge turtles, which weigh 
from 300 to 400 pounds each. Down at 
Punta Banda, where a company is build­ 
ing a big hotel, one of the workmen, 
who is an expert swimmer and who 
spends much time in the water, has be­ 
come skillful in riding the big animals. 
A traveler says that when the man sees 
one that is big enough to ride, he rushes 
into the water and mounts it. He lias a 
way of slapping them on the side of the 
head that makes them jog along, and, 
by striking them, he also guides them. 
He rode a big fellow near the shore the 
other day as the stage drove up the coast 
road, and the occupants of the stage 
were so pleased with the exhibition that 
they made up a purse of .$20 for the 
rider.

GRANT’S FIRST STEP TO FAME. 


How the Great General Drilled His 
First Volunteer Company. 


Mr. Wallace Pringle, an attorney of 
Indianapolis, was a member of »the first 
military company organized in Illinois 
after Sumter was fired on. This was 
the first company which General U. S. 
Grant prepared for service in the field. 
Mr. Pringle tells an interesting story of 
the great captain’s relations with Com­ 
pany F, Twelfth Illinois Infantry. “The 
day after Fort Sumter w’as fired on, the 
young men of Galena,” said Mr. Prin­ 
gle, “ met to organize a military com­ 
pany. Excitement was at fever pitch. 
At first call five of us stepped forward 
and enlisted. 
I was 
not 17 years 
old, but I was strong and full of fight. 
In a few minutes the full company num­ 
ber was enlisted. We were as green as 
country boys ever got to be, but we were 
patriotic. None ©f us knew a single 
military movement. We couldn’t form 
a straight line. 
“It was suggested that wre go down to 
Captain Grant, whom we knew as a West 
Point graduate, and ask him to become 
captain of the company and put us 
through the necessary preparations. We 
went to his house in a body and called 
him out. Of course he was willing to 
serve us, and we were put into the drill 
at once—four hours a day. Meantime 
the citizens procured us uniforms. We 
had no guns, and were obliged to go 
through the manual without arms, but 
we were soon ready to go to Springfield. 
Gen. Grant knew us all personally, but 
he made us work like Turks, just the 
same, and the result was that we were 
quite soldierly in bearing wiiem we em­ 
barked for the capital. 
“Everybody in town that could walk 
earue down to the train to see us off. 
That night we missed connections at 
Decatur, and had to lie over six hours. 
The boys began to scatter, and General 
Grant, seeing that they wrould fall into 
the hands of the Philistines, called us 
together on the common, and for six 
mortal hours kept us going through the 
manual. 
He held us together by so do­ 
ing, and the entire town came out to see 
us drill. We finally reached Spring­ 
field, and were presented to the Gover­ 
nor with a flourish by one of the com­ 
pany who was oratorically gifted. The 
Governor said it was the best looking 
com] »any that had offered its services, 
and he was so much taken with our drill 
master, General Grant, that he took him 
from us and made him a member of his 
staff*. This was our first experience with 
the great commander.” 


A Yivid Picture of a Battle. 


A lad asked General Averill how he 
felt in his first battle. 
The general 
said: 
“Leaving out of consideration some 
twenty odd Indian fights in which I W'as 
engaged before the war, and in one of 
which I w as w ounded so as to be obliged 
to walk on crutches for nearly two years, 
I will state that my first fight was Bull 
Run, in 1861. 
My feeling on entering 
the battle was, as I sawr the enemy hast­ 
ening to their position, that there w'as a 
great and useless crime about to be com­ 
mitted; the second, as I can remember 
the whizzing and hurtling of the first 
solid shot from the enemy through the 
trees and tearing along the ground, was 
of the fierce and terrible force of a can­ 
non ball; next I was startled, amazed 
and horrified to see a man wiio had been 
hit on the head by a fragment of shell 
springing about and shedding blood 
like a chicken with its head just stricken 
off; after that wonder at the excitement, 
amounting to a kind of delirium, of our j 
chief commanders, who galloped about j 
yelling to any one who would keep still 
enough to listen about what the enemy 
were doing, and generally calling for re- 
cnforcements like 
frightened idiots; 
then the woful lack of a capable com­ 
mander of our forces, with a headquart­ 
ers,was felt; and, to skip to the last, un­ 
controllable indignation and mortifica­ 
tion at the failure of our army to win 
the battle, as with the rear we withdrew 
from the field. The only consolation to 
be found was to know that the enemy 
were not much, if any, better off than 
ourselves in efficient handling. I trust 
you will never be called upon to under­ 
go such trying sensations/'

Doan’ you know' an’ I know dat 
nine-tenths of de immorality is due to 
de faithlessness of husbands and wives 
who ought to be divorced* Bind a man 
to a woman whom he hates an’ he will 
be a debbil all frew\ Bind a woman to 
a man she hates an’ she thinks only of 
wickedness. Search de criminal recqrds 
of Detroit fur a y’ar back, an’ I ’ll defy 
you to find five arrests under de laws 
against morality of divorced men or 
women. 
“Husbands an’ wives doan’ come 
befo’ de courts until one has made up 
his or her mind dat furder life wid de 
odder is nex’ doah to hades. Disgust 
and distrust hev taken de place of love 
an’ confidence. 
Let de law' refuse a di­ 
vorce an’ you’ll hev either a suicide or 
murder. De people who hev suffered 
until dey dare come to de courts, an’ 
thus hev themselves published to de 
world, should not be kept waitin’ ten 
minutes, nor should divorces cost ’em 
mo’ dan a dollar. Instead of makin’ it 
harder to git onhitched, make it ten- 
times as easy. No lovin’ husband or true 
wife—no two pussons whom nature in­ 
tended to lib together—would be any de 
w’uss off if a divorce could be obtained 
by makin’ a chalk-mark on de front 
doah. ” 


The Astor Fortune. 


John Jacob Astor having become 
prosperous enough to afford to marry, 
choose for his wife Sarah Todd, a connec­ 
tion of the Brevoort family. Besides her 
pretty self, his bride brought him $300, 
which the thrifty bridegroom insisted on 
seeing counted down before the mar­ 
riage was solemnized. Mrs. Astor en­ 
tered heartily into her husband’s scheme 
for increasing his wealth and soon be­ 
came even more expert than he in the 
selection of furs and skins. 
In 1830 I10 
retired from business worth $20,000,000, 
which wras doubled by judicious invest­ 
ments in real estate during the remain­ 
ing eighteen years of his life. Age mel­ 
lowed the hard-fisted old German, and 
he gave $50,000 to the poor of his native 
town of Waldorf and #500,000 for the 
founding of the Astor Library, besides 
some other charitable legacies. He died 
in 1848 by far the wealthiest man in the 
country at that time. 
The Astor fortune has been unlike 
most American fortunes in another par­ 
ticular besides that of exciting little 
envy. It has lasted through four gener­ 
ations and is constantly increasing. The 
rule has been that the sons, or g raiul- 
sons, at farthest, squandered in riotous 
living what the fathers or grandfathers 
accumulated. 
The fortune of forty mil­ 
lions left by John Jacob Astor nearly 40 
years ago, lias gnnvn from $200,000,000 
to $300,000,000 in the hand of his name­ 
sake and grandson, and will soon de­ 
scend to his great-grandson, William 
Waldorf Astor, increasing at a yearly 
rate of from ten to twenty millions. 
The reason for this is that the Astors of 
each generation are educated in the 
thrifty German habits of the founder of 
the family. Instead of doing what the 
average American who achieves fortune 
does, declaring that he does not wrant 
his boys to undergo the hardships and 
trials that he went through, and teach­ 
ing them nothing about money and its 
value except the readiest and foolishest 
way to get rid of it, the Astors have 
trained their sons in all the details of 
the management of their immense es­ 
tate. They are taught to avoid kite-fly­ 
ing speculators, to live plainly and un­ 
ostentatiously, and invest their accumu­ 
lations in more real estate. The result 
is the Astor estate has not lacked a judi­ 
cious manager for three generations, and 
will soon fall into the hands of a fourth, 
who promises to be as thorough a man 
of business as his thrifty ancestors. 


Our Railroads. 


The Railway Age says that the year 
1887 has supassed all other years in the 
extent of railway mileage constructed in 
the United States. Returns show that 
12,724 miles of new' main line track have 
been added to tho railway systen of the 
United States, no account being taken of 
the hundreds of miles of side track built, 
nor of the thousands of miles of main line 
tracks relaid. 
When in 1882, during a 
period of extraordinary activity, 11,568 
miles of new road were built, it was gen­ 
erally believed that these figures would 
not again be equalled. The railway mile­ 
age of the United States at the commence­ 
ment- of 1887 was 137,986 miles. The 
extensions for the year here recorded in­ 
crease it to 150,710 miles, and it mliy be 
said that, in round humbfers, thte United 
States to-day has 151,000 miles of railway 
lines. 


AMERICA’S GRETSa GREEN. 


In Thirty Years 10,100 Pairs of 
.Lovers Have Been Married at 
Aberdeen, O. 


The village of Aberdeen, O., directly 
opposite Maysville, has become famous 
within the last quarter of a century as 
the Gretna Green of America. More 
couples are married there in a year than 
in many large cities of the country. It 
is the haven of runaway lovers from Ken­ 
tucky, although couples go there from 
Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, and even New' 
York. Aberdeen is a pretty place of 
about nine hundred inhabitants. 
It is 
situated on the Ohio, sixty-one miles 
above Cincinnati, and is reached by 
steamer and ferry-boat. The town is a 
leadiug tobacco market, Runaway mar­ 
riages have become so frequent at Aber­ 
deen that the people pay no attention to 
them. There are sometimes six or seven 
weddings a day. The veteran marrying 
’Squire is Massie Beasley, who is now 
seventy-seven years old. * He has held 
his present office continuously for twenty 
years, and is always re-elected without 
opposition. 
Every grade of society ap­ 
pears before ’Squire Beasley to have the 
hymenial knot tied. He is a good-hearted 
old fellow, and if the pair have no money 
to pay the fee, which is often the case, 
he dismisses them with his blessing. 
Some of the couples arrive in carriages, 
and are dressed in silks and broadcloth. 
Others enter his office barefooted and in 
rags, but the ’Squire never turns them 
away, no matter how forlorn or pitiable 
their condition. He marries people at 
the dead of night, when they are in a 
hurry to escape the wTath of pursuing 
fathers or brothers. 
’Squire Beasley’s office has furnished 
many sensations which never got into 
the newspapers. On two or three occa­ 
sions the wedding has been harshly in­ 
terrupted by the arrival of pursuers just 
in time to prevent the ceremony. The 
age of applicants for his services makes 
no difference to Mr. Beasley. 
He has 
united boys of thirteen and girls of 
eleven, but up to this time he has never 
been involved in any trouble. 
The old­ 
est pair to enter upon matrimony before 
the marrying 'Squire was a man of 
eighty and a woman of seventy-two. It 
has been a matter of wonder how mere 
children could be wedded without mak­ 
ing the Justice liable to fine and im­ 
prisonment. It seems that Beasley is a 
law' unto himself. He asks 110 questions 
and aims to make everybody happy with­ 
out regard to age or color. Most of his 
patrons are from Kentucky, and the 
marriage laws of that State are decided­ 
ly crude and indefinite. 
Within the 
last five years West Virginia has sent 
many of her young people to Aberdeen 
to be married.

the knot for 4,153 couples in tho sixteen 
years of his career in that line. 
His 
predecessor, ’Squire Shelton, who has 
been dead many years, married 5,000 
couples in his life. 
In thirty years 
nearly ten thousand pairs of lovers have 
been made happy or miserable in Aber­ 
deen. 
’Squire Beasley is,youthful in spirits, 
being a man of fine social qualities. His 
office is at his residence, a two-stoiy 
brick, just 011 the outskirts of the town. 
There, with his only son, Capt. Tom 
Beasley, he keeps bachelor’s hall. 
The 
room used for matrimonial purposes is 
large and attractive. It contains an old- 
fashioned book-case and table, cosy arm­ 
chairs, a bedstead, and the ’Squire’s pet 
mocking-bird. 
The experiences of Mr. 
Beasley prove that people will undergo 
almost any hardship to get married. The 
runaways knock at his door at all hours 
of the night in the worst of weather. 
They come on horseback and on foot, 
frequently being only a few minutes 
ahead of an infuriated father. 
The records of the ’Squire’s office show 
that Lewis County, Ky., sends the most 
runaways to Gretna Green, although 
nearly every county in that State is rep­ 
resented in his register. Ohio couples 
are required to procure a license, and in 
this W'ay Mr. Beasley saves himself from 
being amenable to the laws of that State. 
Although ’Squire Beasley is a jovial 
fellow he is aggravatingly reticent about 
his career as a dispenser of matrimonial 
bonds. 
He has refused repeatedly to be 
interviewed on the subject, and will not 
have his picture taken. The ’Squire 
keeps his records, not in a book, but on 
slips of paper. 
He says it is nobody’s 
business who the people are that come 
to him to get married, and he will not 
reveal any of the many interesting 
secrets of which he is the passessor. A 
newspaper man once offered him $1,000 
for two of his pictures and an interview, 
but he positively declined to consider 
the proposition. 
Mr. Beasley has made 
several thousand dollars as the result of 
his reputation as the marrying ’Squire 
of America. 


Bridegroom Hurd Kidnapped. 


Henry M. Hurd, the woodworker, 
who wras to have been married on Mon­ 
day to his landlady, Mrs. Dora Wash- 
burne, at her boarding house, 75 West 
Nineteenth street, hail a most mysteri­ 
ous experience at the hands of three 
masked and unknown men, which im­ 
pressed him as being one not to be 
craved for again.

THE DYNAMITE MAKERS. 


Sufferings of Girls Employed in a 
Factory for Explosives. 


A reporter taking lunch at Indianap­ 
olis, Ind., in what is known as the Tem­ 
perance lunch rooms, was startled by 
groans proceeding from the ladies’ room, 
accompanied by an exclamation, “I am 
poisoned ! I am dying ! ” 
“ What is the matter? 
How did it 
happen ?” cried some one. 
“Dynamite.” 
The crowd fell back in dismay, while 
a terrible paleness spread over the face 
of the victim, and she sank back appar­ 
ently dead. Three or four other girls 
were sitting on chairs. 
One by one 
they complained of faintness, then nau 
sea and shooting pains in the head. 
“My God, they will all die right 
here !” exclaimed an attendant. 
The excitement was so gTeat for a 
time that nothing could be learned of 
how it had all happened until one of the 
girls, who was not so terribly affected as 
the others, tried to tell the story. She 
was often interrupted by spasms of 
deathly sickness, but went on: “The 
other day a man came in here saying he 
wanted girls to work on dynamite. Six 
of us went to his house. 
There were 
other girls at work wiien we got there 
who said it was easy. 
You just take 
nitro-glyeerine and something else and 
worked it up into a paste with the fin­ 
gers into pellets. Ten pounds of these 
pellets are put into a shell and sealed 
up. All I had to do was to mix the 
paste. After a while I noticed the girl 
behind me growing pale, she began to 
reel on her chair and looked faint and 
dizzy. Presently she turned to me and 
said: ‘I guess I’m sick,’ and then she 
fainted. I felt a little queer myself 
after we got her out, but kept on. Pretty 
soon something seemed to stab me in 
both temples and run like streaks of 
lightning above my ears and meet at the 
back of my head, where a sharp, split­ 
ting sensation was felt. I didn't remem­ 
ber anything more for a while, but wrhen 
I came to, the other girls were around 
me and we got out doors and walked 
back to the lunch room. 
We thought 
we were over it and could wait on the 
tables without saying anything about it. 
I began work there and while carrying a 
tray that terrible pain struck me again. 
I set the tray down and fell to the floor. 
The other girls are all sick, too.” She 
fell back on the bed. 
‘ ‘Oh, let me go 
home to die,” she cried. 
The girls were all cared for as well as 
possible and got off to their homes as 
soon as it was safe to to remove them. 
The work is being carried on by a man 
in Indianapolis 011 a government con­ 
tract. 
An experiment is to be tried at 
one of the military stations and an un­ 
usually large order had come that mast 
be filled immediately. This compelled 
him to get hands who were new' to the 
work and knew' nothing about the re­ 
sults. Tin* girls were brave, and stuck 
to their business until they fainted at 
their posts. One girl describes her feel­ 
ing a little differently from the others: 
“There is a terrible sinking feeling, then 
a pricking sensation in the fingers that 
creeps up the arms. I thought my hands 
were going to sleep. My eyes burned; 
all at once that stab came in the head. 
I seemed to sink out of space, and my 
heart stopped with a jump; only God 
will know how' terribly I suffered. I 
wish they could get that stuff' washed 
off' my fingers. It creeps up, up; can’t 
you see i t '( I have visions. I can see 
that awful paste crawling.” 


The Governor and the Footpad. 


Speaking of the late Gov. Marmaduke 
alls to mind a story of one of his expe­ 
riences during a recent visit to New 
York. He was in the vicinity of Wash­ 
ington square, late at night, on his way 
to catch a street car to return to St.

The Government and Science. 
Government tends to become stead* 
ily more costly, not only in this but in 
other countries. 
The average cost of 
the British Government is fully ten 
million dollars a year more than it was 
ten years ago, exclusive of war opera­ 
tions. 
The expenditures of the United 
States have increased quite as much in 
the same time, although the interest 
on the public debt has been largely re­ 
duced. 
But this country, at least, " 
gets much more for its money than it 
did in former times. 
The Govern­ 
ment, for example, has become the 
leading agent in gathering material for 
the study of science. 
Probably there are not many people 
who realize what an amount and vari- \ 
ety of work is done in this direction by 
means of public funds. 
Many of the 
departments in which this service is 
performed have been long established, 
while others are of comparatively re­ 
cent foundation. 
The earth, the air, 
the sea and the sky are studied by 
most capable experts. 
The Govern­ 
ment supports a geological survey to 
examine the structure of the soil and 
the rocks. 
The surface of the earth; 
the coast-line, the tides, the coast cur­ 
rents and the river channels are ascer­ 
tained and mapped by the coast and 
geodetic survey. 
Then there is the 
Aveather service " of the War Depart­ 
ment, which not only is the most per­ 
fect service of the kind in the world, 
but is providing a mass of material for 
the exact study of the science of me­ 
teorology w’liich is unexampled in its 
amount, in its variety and in its accu­ 
racy. Perhaps it would not be true to 
say that the naval observatory at Wash­ 
ington does more for astronomy than 
any other observatory in the country, 
but its contributions to knowledge have 
been great and valuable. 
And it pro­ 
vides, for navigators and astronomers, 
in the Nauti al Almana<‘ what no pri­ 
vate institution would be likely to pro­ 
vide, so costly is the work. 
Another group of scientific depart­ 
ments is that which comprises the Fish * 
Commission, the Entomological Com­ 
mission, and the Agricultural Depart­ 
ment. By these, which were estab­ 
lished chiefly to furnish practical in­ 
formation for farmers and fishermen, 
an immense number of the most use­ 
ful scientific facts are gathered and 
duly arranged. 
Nor should we omit a 
mention of the Smithsonian Institu­ 
tion, for, although it was founded and 
endowed by private funds, all its oper­ 
ations are conducted by persons who 
are appointed by authority of the 
United States Government. Medicine, 
too, is under great obligations to the 
liberal policy of the Government. 
Most important contributions to sur­ 
gery have been made in the publication 
of the surgical records of the civil war 
The navy, too, has given and still giv 
great aid in the same direction; ana 
the National Board of Health will, in 
time, solve many problems relating to 
the introduction and 3pread of epidemic 
diseases. 
Nor is the scientific activity of the 
Government confined to such material 
things as we have named. 
The great­ 
est scientific work of this decade is the 
magnificent report of the census of 
1H?:0. 
There is hardly in existence- 
such a body of useful and accurate in­ 
formation in reference to any country 
of the world as is to be found in these 
portly volumes. 
Furthermore, the 
Government employs a Commissioner ol. 
Labor Statistics, whose duty it is to 
procure and present facts concerning 
the condition of those who are em­ 
ployed to work for wages. 
His work 
supplements that which is done in the 
several States with the same object in 
view, and together they will furnish 
a noble mass of material for the social • 
philosophers of the future to digest. 
This is but a partial list of the various 
forms in which the National Govern­ 
ment is aiding in the advancement of 
science, though it includes all the most 
important branches. 
There are those who think that suijfK*, 
matters are wholly outside the province 
of Government. 
They would find it 
very difficult to prove that the coast 
survey, 
lor instance, had not been 
of immense service to 
the coun­ 
try; 
and 
they 
would 
only 
be 
laughed at if they were to say that 
the work of the survey should be con­ 
fined strictly to mapping the coast, and 
should let science alone. 
People in 
general will think that what has been 
done is well done, and that the Gov­ 
ernment might wisely even extend its 
operations in the field of science.— 
Youth’.s Companion.

And so the

All the liteiary and m ili­ 
tary and religious glory of (.¿ueen Eli'.a- 
I beth's reign cannot blot out from one of 
the most conspicuous pages of history her 
infamous behavior toward Seymour and 
Philip and Melville aud Leicester and 
others. 
All the ecclesiastical robes that 
Dean Swi:t ever rustled through conse­ 
crated places cannot hide from intelligent 
people of all ages the fact that, by prom­ 
ises of marriage which he never fulfilled, 
he broke the 
heart of Jane Waring after 
an engagement of seven years, and the 
heart of Stella after an engagement of 
fourteen years, and the poetic stanzas he 
dedicated to their excellences only make 
the more immortal his own perfidy. 
“But suppose I should make a mistake, ” 
Bays some man or woman, “and I find it 
out after the engagement and before the 
marriage?” My answer is, you have no ex­ 
cuse on this subject. 
There are so many 
ways of finding out all about the charac­ 
ter and preferences and dislikes and hab­ 
its of a man or woman, that if you have 
not brain enough to form a right judg 
ment in regard to him or her, you are not 
so tit a candidate for the matrimonial altar 
as you are for an idiot asylum.

And they go about 
drawing-rooms and the parlors of water­ 
ing places, simpering and bowing, and 
scraping end whispering, and then return 


their special gatherings if they be women, J 
to chatter an 1 giggle over what was said 
to them in confidence. 
Condign punish­ 
ment is apt to come upon them, and they 
get paid in their own coin.

yon to a score whom society has let drop 
very hard in return for their base traffic in 
human hearts.

And here my idea widens and I have to 
say not only to those who have made a mis­ 
take in solemn promise of marriage, but to 
those who have already at the altar been 
pronounced one when they were two, or in 
diversity of tastes and likes and dislikes 
are neitner one nor two but a dozen—make 
the best you can of an awful mistake. 
And here let me answer letters that come

At a time when he was one 
great blotch of eruptions, aud his property 
was destroyed by a tornado, and, more than 
all, bereavement had come and the poor 
man needed all wise counsel, she advises 
him to go to cursing aud swearing. 
She 
wanted him to poultice his boils with blas- 
phemv. 
But he lived right on through his 
marital disadvantages, recovered his health 
and portune and raised a splendid family, 
and the c lo sin g ] aragraph of the Book of 
Job has such a jubilance that I wonder 
people do not oftener read it: 
“¡So the Lord blessed the latter end of 
Job more than hi* beginning, lor he had 
fourteen thousand sheep, and six thousand 
camels, and a thousand yoke of oxen, and 
a thousand she asses. 
He had also seven 
sous and three daughters. 
And he called

Decline of tiie Shakers. 
One causa for the dying out of this 
thrifty and virtuous society is the 
changed characteristics of tin native 
population of New England. 
Two 
generations ago the fam ly of a farmer 
in this country would ordinarily con­ 
tain at least half a dozen, ch ldren. 
Nowadays families in like situations 
will average, perhaps, a third as many. 
Naturally enough, population pressed 
hard on the means of subsistence, and 
it appears that it was no uncommon 
thing for a farmer with a very large 
family, who found it growiug more and 
more difficult to make a living, to join 
the Shakers with his wife and all his 
children. 
However it may have been 
with the parents, it was of course very 
doubtful if children adopted under 
these circumstances would ever become 
converts to the principles of Shak- 
erism. and as they grew up they be­ 
came an element of weakness to the 
society, while swelling it numbers. 
With the developments of railroads 
and the openiug of the fertile West, 
the growth of manufactures, and the 
decrease of the birth rate, accessions 
of large families no longer took place. 
'It is not improbable, too, that the ma­ 
terial prosper.ty of these people had a 
tendency to causa the decay of their 
system. 
Originally they seem to have 
been very poor, but by frug ility an.I 
sobriety they soon became pr »sperous. 
The enterprises in whicli they were 
engaged grew to such an extent that 
they were tempted, if not obliged, to 
employ laborers from outside—world's 
people, as tliev were calle I, and with 
the introduction of this element scan­ 
dals begin. 
Human 
nature in the 
young Shaker girls was not subdued by 
the ¡rili,iker discipline, and they rau 
away with and wore marri d to the 
world’s people, with whom thev had 
been thrown while at work. 
Matters 
came to such a pass that in oue com­ 
munity twenty-three ran away at one 
time. 
Thus the intro luc'ion of more 
of the disturbing element was neces­ 
sitated, and finally, when the property 
was sold, there were but seven left pf 
a family that once had numbered nearly 
two hundred.— Waver ley Magazine.

The operetta itself is called “The of visiting-cards. 
When a fire breaks 
Singed Cat,” because it is really so out in a young ladies’seminary at night 
much better than it seems to be. 
The 
music was composed partly by myself 
and partly by a coant who plays upon 
the ferry-boats in summer and has his 
winters to himself. 
He does not wish 
to have his name used, because, as he 
says, he is afraid that “foreign powers 
will get onto it and make him come 
back to attend to the count business 
again.” He says it is very disagreea­ 
ble to be a count and live on a long, 
slim pedigree and what the neighbors 
bring in from time to time. 
The orchestra opens the perform­ 
ance with a selection from the “Flying 
Dutchman.” Difficult as it may ap 
pear, the orchestra makes a good se­ 
lection from this gen.leman, and it is 
played well after evervth ng is ready. 
It takes some little time for an or­ 
chestra to get ready, howrever. 
The 
man who bites off the first joint of the 
clarionet breathes a few liquid notes, 
the first violin sounds “A” and the 
gentleman with the bassoon looks up 
into its dark recesses to see if any cay­ 
enne or kittens have been deposited 
there since he played last. The super­ 
intendent of the large violin stands it 
up on end and feels of its staccato. He 
then chalks his bow and the leader whis­ 
pers in a low voice to the man who sali­ 
vates the cornet. The snare-drum solo­ 
ist gets his assortment of drums into a 
semi-circle, hangs his triangle where 
he can get at it, runs his eye over the 
xylophone, 
sleigh-bells, 
bird-call, 
picket-fence, bones, castanet, cymbals, 
Swiss bells, and fortissimo. The leader 
writes his autograph in the atmos­ 
phere with his stick and the band goes 
into committee of the whole with a 
a wild snort. 
A difficult piece then 
follows. 
Some of the audience are 
heard to state that they wrish it had 
been so difficult that the orchestra 
could not have played it. 
The curtain now rises, and a pri­ 
mary school of over eight hundred 
pupils is seen passing iu review across 
the stage, singing a song of forty-nine 
verses, meantime going through a sys­ 
tem of calisthenics. 
In making one- 
night stands with “The .Singed Cat“ 
most any primary school will do, with 
a fewr rehearsals for this chorus. 
Get 
these children secured in advance, and 
all their parents will come to see how 
the children look on the stage. 
I 
thought of this myself. 
A beautiful soprano now’ comes on, 
accompanied by her voice, and won­ 
ders where Felix is. 
She decides to 
sing a small song while wait.ng for 
him. The song is an arpeggio with dia- 
ton c scales m it. 
It begins low aud 
fluttering, like the cry of a wounded 
clay pigeon, and gradually soars up­ 
ward, like the price of coal, and ends 
with some artistic gargling whicli sug­ 
gests a warble in the upper register. 
As she gets more confidence in her­ 
self and becomes more irritated be­ 
cause Felix did not get there at the 
time he said he wrould she starts on 
the second added line below, and with 
a crescendo and vox populi that starts 
the gathers in her new dress and makes 
the man in the box-ollice turn pale, she 
attains her greatest altitude, while the 
head tiddler becomes so excited that 
he plays mostly ou the bridge of his 
instrument or the coat-sleeve of the 
man who sits next to him. 
The prima douna of the “Singed Cat” 
has a pleasant voice, f’^ll of timbre and 
tine allegro mo.ement, bordering on 
the andante. iMr. Kiley, who has heard 
her, says that when she pulls out the 
last joint on her crescendo and opens 
her upper register her mouth looks not 
unlike a stab in the dark. 
She sings 
with the whole arm movement, and 
her action is good as she goes by the 
the judges’ stand. 
She has a selection 
in the second act called, “oack to Our 
Mountains, ” in w’hich she starts oil 
with a ritard, in which she emits a 
chest note which tests the acoustics of 
the hall, that she is tickled to get back 
to the mouutains, such as they are, 
and is pleased with the altitude. 
She 
has assisted in “The Damnation of 
Faust,” but otherwise her conduct has 
been good. 
She is a widow, her hus­ 
band being deceased. 
He was listen­ 
ing to the song of a buzz-saw near 
Stillwater, Minn., iu ’75, and got the 
idea that the saw had something con­ 
fidential to communicate and desire 1 
to take him apart for that purpose. 
Anyway, he was in that condition when 
they found him. 
For that reason her 
music is frequently tearful and often 
solfeggio in spots. 
Her repertoire is 
very iarge and has a lid on it. 
The 
only criticism that I feel warranted iu 
making, and I hate to do that, is that 
she has slightly ruptured her voice by 
trying several years ago to sing a duet 
with herself, and thus draw two sala­ 
ries. 
When the applause has died away 
Felix comes iu with a baritone voice 
and diminished triad. 
He thinks of 
the first verse while the piccolo makes 
a few desultory remarks, and then he 
explains how he couldn’t get there 
when he agreed to, because the jury 
disagreed, or something of that kind. 
He swallows an im ginary clam with 
the shell on it, and begins in a low 
passe roundelay which develops into a 
duodecimo run. 
He is accompanied 
by a running mate, consisting of a flute 
with a large red mustache over the 
main entrance. 
Scene second represents a midnight 
fire in a young ladies’ seminary, in 
which 332 young women are noticed 
uttering a number of shrill apoeals for 
help by the light of the fire fiend. The 
music here is an adaptation of “Son- 
nambula Satanica,” or the “Devil’s 
Dream.” Quick fiddling by the head 
violinist, partially over the bridge of 
his instrument and partially across the 
bridge of the second fiddler’s nose, 
precedes a general panic on the part 
of the bassoon, snare drum and ophe- 
cleide. It is a beautiful sight. A de­

“COMING HOME TO ROOST.»» 


■ow Nevada Has Gone Back on Seo> 
t.lo n a l l n » . 
If there ever was a shameless fraud on 
the federal system of state equality in the 
senate, that ¿rand was thq. abortion of 
1863-64 called the state of Nevada. 
Carson county of Utah, as it was in 1859, 
was the scene of a conflict between the 
Mormons and miners; so congress erected 
it into Nevada territory, and the miners 
were soon able to squeeze out the Mor­ 
mons. But in 1863 it was discovered that 
certain very radical measures of confisca­ 
tion and reconstruction conld not be 
forced through the United States senate, 
as the moderate Republicans would vote 
against them; then the delegate from 
Nevada suggested that that mining camp 
could be depended on to supply two 
senators who would go to any lengths, 
and straightaway a secret agent was sent 
ont there to report. 
Nobody pretended 
that the camp (or camps, for there were 
half a dozen of them, large and small) 
contained more than 30,000 people, but 
the miners were stirred up to organize a 
state, and straightaway this waste of 
alkali and sage brush balanced the Empire 
state in the senate. As long as its sen­ 
ators obeyed the caucus dictation, the 
rotten borough state was thougMt to be a 
good joke on the Democrats; but now 
that Senator Stewart has voted for the 
confirmation of Lamar, the extremely 
virtuous Republicans of the east are wak­ 
ing up to the fact that Nevada is putting 
on airs. Here is a delicate wail from The 
Syracuse (N. Y.) Standard: 
“We are not seeking to draw a moral 
from the influence of Nevada upon the 
confirmation of Lamar, bnt merely to 
point out a curious incident ef politics. 
Nevada, with less than one-quarter of the 
population of southern Dakota, controls 
the congress of the United State», in which. 
Dakota is denied representation.” 
Six years after admission Nevada had a 
population of 38,959; in 1880 it had, in­ 
cluding Chinese and Indians, 62,266—a 
few more than one assembly district in 
the city of New York—but the population 
has declined rapidly since the Big Bonanza 
was worked out. In the holtly contested 
election of 1884 the total vote of Nevada 
was 12,797—about one-third the vote of 
one congressional district in the Demo­ 
cratic state of Indiana. Now, wasn’t it 
ungrateful, after the Republicans have 
put the breath of federal life into such a 
corpus, for Mr. Stewart to actuaUy claim 
some independence, to bilk the caucus and 
vote for Mr. Lamar! 


Lowell and Cleveland. 
The partisan Republican: press just now 
can’t say too many meoa things about 
that distinguished Americinr James Rus­ 
sell Lowell, the head and ficont of whose 
offending is that he has looked upon th& 
administration and its leader and found 
them good. 
The rabid partisans think 
that because Mr. Lowell enjoyed a highly 
honorable office tinder & Republican ad­ 
ministration, that his silence should have 
been purchased at the eame time as to- 
the defects in his own party and the 
merits in the Democratic party. 
But Mr. Lowell isn’t built that way. 
He is a type of tiicrasands of educated and 
cultivated men of the coaintry whose in­ 
telligence will not permit them to be hide 
bound, but which forces thtem to recognize 
merit wherever they see ’it. Experience 
has shown that they cannot fail to see it 
in the present administration.

New England, is rapidly growing in this 
country, but tbe Republican journals 
which are trying to check it will find b r 
the reaction thgb they have made a mis­ 
take.

President Cleveland and oppose Mr. 
Blaine. 
Oirr friends of the opposition, 
will find that there are thousands like 
him whom they formerly counted as their 
own.—St. Paul Globe. 


Democracy in Indiana. 
The Democracy of Indiana is putting 
itself in trim for the campaign of this 
year, and the indications are that it will 
make a glorious fight and hold the state 
In the Democratic column. 
A conference of representative Demo­ 
crats from all parts of the state has just 
been held in Indianapolis, at which the 
greatest harmony prevailed and the result 
of which inspires confidence and enthu­ 
siasm.

10,000.

The drink called “toddy” is the juice 
extracted from the cocoanut palm, and 
is collected in eartherware pots called 
“chatties,” into which the sap runs dur­ 
ing the night from an incision made in 
the spathe. 
In the morning the “toddy 
drawer," connecting his two feet by a 
piece of rope, swarms up the trunk of 
the tree with which ho intends com­ 
mencing operations, and having reached 
the lofty summit he empties the con­ 
tents of the chatty into a vessel at­ 
tached to his waist. 
In order to save 
himself the fatigue of descending each 
tree and ascending the next in succes­ 
sion he passes from one to another by 
means of two ropes, on one of which 
his bare teet rest, while with his hands 
he holds on to the other. 
These ropes, 
in course of time, become untrustworthy 
from exposure to weather and have to 
be occasionally changed. 
But too often 
the unfortunate rope-walker, grown 
careless by long immunity from acci­ 
dent, neglects to renew his perilous 
bridge and the snapping of either rope 
causes his death.

The Story of Julius Feuret—He 
Had Been Honest Four Years. 


“ The way of the transgressor is hard,” 
is the inscription over the great iron door 
that opens into Sing Sing Prison from 
the warden’s office. 
This quotation 
struck Julius Feuret with special force 
as he was lea under it for the second 
time for the same offence. 
It was es­ 
pecially “hard” for Julius because he 
had escaped several years ago. had re­ 
formed, was leading an honest life, and 
•was married to a respectable young wo­ 
man who had never heard of his being a 
jailbird, and whose heart was nearly 
broken when she was made aware by her 
husband’s confession, in front of the of­ 
ficers of the law, that he was an escaped 
Sing Sing convict. 
He kissed his weep­ 
ing wife and his sixteen months old babe 
goodby, and was marched off to serve 
four years and nine months’ imprison­ 
ment for forgery. 
In 1884 Feuret was employed in a 
large drug house in Gold street as a con­ 
fidential clerk at a salary of $1,200 a 
year. 
In an evil hour he forged orders 
for goods, received them, and sold them 
for his own benefit. 
In time he was 
caught and convicted. 
On May 5, 1884, 
he was sentenced to five years in Sing 
Sing by Judge Cowing. 
The convict, 
being an expert chemist, was placed in 
charge of the pharmacy of the prison, 
and lie lodged in the old female prison 
on the hill above the male prison. 
On 
the evening of September 14 of that year, 
■while being marched to their quarters, 
Feuret broke from his company ranks 
and fled down the railroad track until he 
saw an opportunity, and then he leaped 
into the river, after throwing off his 
convict garb. 
He swam for the opposite shore, but 
he eventually came back and found him­ 
self in Sing Sing village. 
Some good 
Samaritan gave him clothing, and he 
started on a tramp across the country to 
Stamford, Conn., where he obtained em­ 
ployment in a drug store. Thence he 
went to Boston and thence to Montreal, 
•where ho obtained employment and 
prospered. 
There he married his wife, 
and soon came back to New York under 
the name of Charles Chestnut, and ob­ 
tained employment in a Williamsburg 
drug store near Grand avenue, where he 
was making $18 a w'eek, and living in a 
flat in East Seventy-ninth street. 
A few days ago a fellow convict went 
into this drug store and recognized 
Feuret. 
He immediately notified War­ 
den Brush, and State Detective Jackson 
was sent to look the man over. 
Mr. 
Jackson took Detective Sergeant Adams 
with him on Friday night, and the drug­ 
gist was arrested and brought to the ceu- 
tral office in this city, where he was held 
and turned over to Detective Jackson, 
who accompanied the man to his own 
house, where a terrible scene took place 
between his wife and himself. 
An effort will be made to get the man 
pardoned. 
He says he has made an 
honest living since he left the prison, 
and he thinks it is pretty hard to be now 
taken away from his family.—New York 
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A Monster Farm. 


In the extreme southwest corner of 
Louisiana lies the largest producing 
farm in the world. 
It runs 100 miles 
north and south and 25 miles east and 
west, and is owned and operated by a 
syndicate of Northern capitilists. Their 
general manager, J. B. Watkins, gives 
an interesting 
account of this 
gi­ 
gantic plantation, which throws the 
great Dalrymple farm in Dakota into the 
shade completely. 
“ The million and a 
half acres of our tract,” Mr. Watkins 
said, “ were purchased in 1883 from 
the State of Louisiana and from the 
United States Government. 
At that 
time it was a vast grazing land for the 
cattle of the few dealers of the neigh­ 
borhood. 
When I took possession I 
found over 30,000 head of half-wild 
horses and cattle. 
My work was to di­ 
vide the immense tract into convenient 
pastures, establishing stations or ranch­ 
es every six miles. 
The fencing alone 
cost in the neighborhood of $50,000. 
The land I found to be best adapted to 
rice, sugar, corn and cotton. 
All our 
cultivating, ditching, See., is done by 
steam power. 
In fact, there is not a 
single draught horse on the entire place. 
We have, of course, horses for the herd­ 
ers of cattle, of which we now have 1G,- 
000 head. 
The Southern Pacific Rail­ 
road runs for thirty-six miles through 
our farm. 
We have three steam-boats 
operating on the waters of our own es­ 
tate, on which there are 300 miles of 
navigable waters. 
We have an ice 
house, a bank, a shipyard and a rice 
mill.

vious displays in its line. 
Mr. Patrick 
Sarsfield Gilmore and a numerous and 
capable band occupied one of the upper 
stories on the south side of the opera 
house, and played twenty-two of their 
choicest melodies, which were down on 
the programme as promenades, but some 
of them were so soul-stirring that the 
people on the waxed floor of the opera 
house could not help dancing to them.

almost, labors at it and looks upon it as 
a sacred duty. 
These night fires are 
dedicated to a double shrine, first to the 
approaching celebration of Our Lady of 
Gaudalupe, the patron saint of Mexico, 
who made her miraculous appearance at 
the village of Gaudalupe on December 9, 
1531, and to whose glorification the whole 
month of December is annually given 
up; and secondly, these fires are dedicat­ 
ed to Montezuma, the legendary em- 
peroi and culture god of .the Atzeca, 
whose return is still looked for by the 
great/mass of Indian population of JViex- 
ico. 
They >think he will come unex­ 
pectedly from the East, and these fires 
are lit to show him the way to the realms 
of his still.faithful believers. 


CONCERNING RUNNING IN DEBT. 


What to do With a Small Salary and 
Lots of Kxpenses. 


[From the Christian Cuion.] 
A correspondent writes us for aid in 
his perplexity. He is married and living 
on a salary of $600, which certainly does 
not leave a large margin for saving. 
He 
has a debt incurred in getting his educa­ 
tion—that is, his equipment for life. 
This debt falls due next March, and he 
has nothing wherewith to pay it. 
He is 
at his wits’ end, and he wonders if there 
is any loan company of which he could 
borrow, on personal credit and a life in­ 
surance policy, enough money to pay 
this debt, making the loan payable in 
three annual installments. 
We answer 
his question here because it represents a 
common case and affords an opportunity 
for counsel which will have a wider ap­ 
plication. 
There are some things for which it is 
legitimate that a man should run in 
debt. 
One is a home. 
If the interest 
on the investment, plus taxes, repairs, 
and insurance, is not more than he can 
afford to pay as rent, such a debt is or­ 
dinarily prudent—for he then puts him­ 
self under bonds gradually to pay off the 
debt and become the owner of his home: 
and meanwhile his expenditures are no 
greater than they would be without the 
debt. 
So it is legitimate to incur a rea­ 
sonable debt in acquiring an education. 
Education is capital, and a man may 
properly borrow a certain amount of 
capital, only being careful to borrow no 
more than he has reasonable assurance 
he will be able to repay within a reason­ 
able time or within the time definitely 
agreed upon. 
But when a man runs ip debt, if he 
agrees to pay it at a time specified, he 
must keep that obligation constantly be­ 
fore him, aud his first duty must be to 
meet that obligation before he incurs 
any other and new ones. 
Unless, for 
example, he can see his way clear to live 
married on as little as it will cost him 
to live single, he ought not, except in 
very extraordinary circumstances, to 
take on him the obligations of marriage 
until he has provided or reasonably as­ 
sured himself that he can provide, for 
his other and precedent obligation. One 
of the great dangers of running in debt 
is that the debtor will forget his obliga­ 
tion until the time of payment comes, 
-and then be appalled to find himself 
wholly unprepared to meet it. 
We can­ 
not help wondering, for example, what 
assurance our correspondent has that 
he could pay his present indebtedness 
in three annual installments. 
If we un­ 
derstand his figures aright, the three 
annual installments would leave him 
only $400 a year to live on. 
Has he 
carefully counted the cost ? Is he sure 
that he can live on that ? 
If not, he is 
only proposing to annul one unfiulfilled 
obligation by entering into another ob­ 
ligation whioli will| probably be unful­ 
filled when the time of fulfillment 
comes. 
These are not very encourag­ 
ing, and may not seem to l>e very sym­ 
pathetic, words to the correspondent 
w'ho looks to us for help, or at least for 
sympathy. 
But we have some hope 
that 
reporting 
his 
case 
and 
commenting on it maybe a help to some 
other reader of the Chrintum Unhn be­ 
fore he has placed himself in the same 
predicament. The general principle is 
this: Never incur a debt unless you can 
see tolerably definitely w here the money 
is coming from with which to pay the 
debt when it becomes due; and when 
you have incurred a debt, keep it con­ 
stantly before you and lay by something 
every year to meet the debt until it is 
met and paid off. 
To these principles 
there are few% if any, exceptions. 
But what shall our friend do ? and he 
probably represents thousands of others 
in like circumstances who have run in 
debt, and who have not the wherewithal 
to meet the obligation. 
Do not try to 
transfer the debt from one creditor to 
another; this does not pay the debt. Go 
to your creditor, tell him frankly your 
condition, and set yourself diligently to 
wrork to pay him by installments. In 
this particular instanoe we advise our 
friend, though it is advice more easily 
given than followed, to save at every 
hazard something between now and the 
first of March, then go to his creditor 
with that something in hand, pay him 
on account, and ask for the opportunity 
to pay the balance in similar install­ 
ments quarterly or monthly instead of 
annually; the oftener you face your debt 
the earlier you will be likely to get it 
paid off. 


Divided the Earnings. 


A Connecticut girl who went to South­ 
ern California early in the fall for health’s 
sake writes home that she is well again, 
and, what’s further cheerful news, she 
has, by a real estate investment near 
Los Angeles, netted a profit of over 
$5,000. 
Her parents are poor, and the 
trip she made was by their self-sacrifi- 
ces. 
The investment she made amount­ 
ed to $125, which was part payment up­ 
on $1,000 worth of land that for some 
remarkable reason 
suddenly spurted 
upward in market value to five times 
wiiat she contracted to pay for it. “ You 
know,” she writes to her father and 
mother, “ that $125 was just about all 
the money I had, but somehow the air 
out here sort o’makes everybody specu­ 
late, and I couldn’t help taking the 
chance.

I ’ve 
put the profits in the bank, and I want 
you to take half of it as a Christmas 
gift.

Official Crop Report. 


The estimates of acreage, product, and 
value <»f cora, wheat, and oats for each 
State and Territory have been prepared 
for publication by this statistician of the 
Department of Agriculture of Washing­ 
ton. The area of com harvested, exclud­ 
ing abandoned or worthless acreage, is 
72,000,000 acres in round numbers; pro­ 
duct, 
1,456,000,000 bushels; 
value, 
$646,000,000. 
Area of wheat, 37,400,000 acres; pro­ 
duct, 456,000,000 bushels; value, $309,- 
000,000. 
Area, in oats nearly 26,000,000 acres; 
product, 659,000,000 bushels; value, 
$200,000,000. 
The reports of will ter wh6at do not 
show much decrease of area. 
The aver­ 
age of condition is 96, ranging in the 
principal States from 90 to 98. The con­ 
dition of winter rye coincides very 
closely with that of wheat. 


CANNING THE GREE2* CORN. 


How the Work is done—An Inter­ 
esting Process. 


At one canning factory there were 
employed 800 hands, of whom 100 w ere 
huskcrs and 375 cutters; and 600,000 
cans, the product of 834 acres were put 
up. Sinfte then hand labor has given 
place to machinery, except in husking, 
which is still done by a busy brigade of 
men and boys, from the octogenarian, 
sitting in a rustic chair, to the eight 
year old lad squatting on a low stool. 
Up to the year 1874, the corn was cut 
from the cob by hand, i. e., with a small 
bent knife, with a gauge, with which the 
manipulator rapidly pared off the corn 
by downward strokes, with the other 
hand steadying and turning the ear 
against the inside of a long tray. 
Now 
a machine does the work as well, one 
man doing as much as tw'elve men could 
do by hand. 
The ear is simply placed 
in position by the left hand, while by an 
immediate Iever-stroke with the right, 
it is forced through an ingenious ar­ 
rangement of knives, and longitudinal 
scrapers, which in an instant cut off the 
kernels clean, and, what was the most 
difficult obstacle to overcome, removes 
all the juice without taking any of the 
hull; a feat not always accomplished by 
new or careless operators by hand under 
the old system. 
Then the “pressing.” In other words 
to measure and fill it in through the 
small circular hole in the upper end, 
preparatory to sealing. 
Two improved 
kinds of machines have lately come into 
use, each one of which does its three­ 
fold work with a marvelous nicety and 
quickness. 
With the machine an ordi­ 
nary hand can press (which means 
measuring, filling and pressing) sixty 
cans a minute, or 3,600 in ten hours— 
more than three times as much as can 
be done with the old hand press bv the 
quickest and stoutest man, with the aid 
of a boy. 
Next “sealing,” which means to place 
a tin cap over the aperture and solder it 
on with a red hot revolving iron. 
In 
this department, too, there have been 
improvements, though not so radical as 
in sonu? other branches. 
The can it­ 
self was first made by cutting out with 
hand shears the round place winch forms 
the bottom. 
Then they got a machine 
called circular shears, and the piece of 
tin wras put into it and turned round 
and cut out that way. 
Afterward a die 
wavS used, which cute the tin right 
through, and cuts the piece out round. 
The next improvement was, instead of 
punching the bottom and putting it into 
other dies and turn up the edge a machine 
was used which cut the bottom out whole 
and turned up the edge at the same 
time. In this line, the evolutions have 
advanced from one man s making 180 
cans a day—which was considered a good 
day’s work—to the turning out of 720 
cans, or four times as many, with the 
aid of machinery. 
The cans are four 
and five-eights inches long, three and 
one-half inches in diameter, and weigh, 
when filled, twenty-six ounces. 
The next process, that of boiling, 
likewise discloses the march of improve­ 
ment. Until within the last year or two 
the cans were subjected to immersion in 
tanks of boiling water over four hours ; 
now they are boiled in “wood baths” 
from twenty to thirty minutes, and fin­ 
ished by steaming in iron retorts about 
one hour; a great savings, not onlyof time, 
but in the number of men. 
Last, lacquering, 
labelling, boxing 
and shipping. 
This done, and then 
until the next corn season the factory is 
silent and deserted save by two or three 
hands already at work making cans for 
another year, and the foreman, late gen­ 
eral of a corn-packing brigade, now 
suddenly bereft of staff" and men. 
But 
this ever-aetive general is at work once 
more laying his plans for another sea­ 
son’s campaign. 


Pensions for Soldiers. 


Colonel E. H. Ropes discusses th& 
q.iestion of granting further pensions to 
soldiers in the American Muf/azine for 
January. 
“ When a service pension bill 
is offered,-’ he says, “it certainly should 
be a discriminating measure. 
The man 
wiio enlisted as a substitute near the 
close of the war, got a large bounty and 
served but a few months, should never 
be put on an equal footing with those 
who enlisted without bounty, and bore 
the burden and the toil of year s. 
A ser­ 
vice pension should be graded both by 
the time of service and character. Many 
men had what the boys used to call a 
‘soft thing,’clerking at some headquar­ 
ters, helping with wagon trains, and iu 
a variety of ways, escaping actual fight­ 
ing service. 
It is, indeed, true that 
these men performed needful work, yet 
it is also true that they did not endure 
the hardships and risks as the fighting 
men. 
In a word, those who fought 
should receive the highest recognition, 
and the others in due proportion, wiiile 
all should be graded according to the 
time they actually served. 
Time spent 
when sick or wounded in hospital, or in 
prison, should of course be reckoned as 
of the highest class. 
We may well be 
assured that this sort of a service pension 
would not be objected to even now by 
the country, wiiile the proposal of an in­ 
discriminate service pension would raise 
a just clamor which could not but post­ 
pone the favorable consideration of all 
pension measures.”
